Key West, May 25.—An important 


arrest of a stiRposed Spanish spy was 
made last evening by United States 
Marshal 
Hoar. 
The 
prisoner 
is 


Romigno Sapetero Jimenez, who was 
among those captured on the steamer 
Panama, and has since been held 
aboard ship as a prisoner of war. He 
is supposed to have obtained informa- 
tion concerning New York harbor and 
its defenses, with charts of the harbor, 
which he is attempting to get to Span- 
ish authorities. He is about 40 years 
of age, a Spaniard and a civil en- 
gineer. 


Late yesterday afternoon Marshal 


Hoar, with several deputies and Uni- 
ted States Commissioner Otto, received 
information from the north, in conse- 
quence of which they slipped quietly 
out to the Panama, arrested Jiminez 
and brought him ashore. He was taken 
to the Key West hotel and put through 
a vigorous examination in a private 
room. So quietly was tne affair man- 
aged, however, that only one or two 
persons knew of it. 


Jimenez stoutly denies the accusa- 


tion ,that he is a spy, but his story was 
of such a contradictory nature that 
it confirmed the suspicions of the fed- 
eral authorities. He said he had left 
Ctiba in 1877, a date which he subse- 
quently corrected to 1890, and later 
set it back a few years. He had lived, 
he admitted, in New York since then, 
but he decided to return to Cuba to 
engage in mercantile business, and was 
on his way there when the Panama 
was captured. He asserted also that 
he had spent considerable time in 
Venezuela and other South American 
countries, ms story, though, was so 
conflicting on the whole as to be mean- 
ingless. 
A thorough search of tne 


Panama was made in the attempt to 
locate the charts, but no trace of them 
could be found. The examination will 
be resumed, and Jimenez will be held 
under arrest in the meanwhile.

GREAT NAVAL ACTIVITY. 


Sampson and Scliley ITaT-e the Spanish 


Admiral Hemmed In. 


Montego Bay, Jamaica, May 25.—The 


waters south of Cuba have suddenly 
become the scene of great naval ac- 
tivity. Commodore Schley, who left 
Key West last Thursday with the Uni- 
ted States battleships Massachusetts 
and Texas, the armored cruiser Brook- 
lyn and the armed yacht Scorpion, is 
believed to be cruising off Cienfuegos 
and Santiago de Cuba. 


When the newspaper dispatch boat 


Dandy left Key West last Friday 
morning Admiral Sampson was still 
there. It was the opinion of caval 
officers that he would sail for Cienfue- 
gos soon by the eastern route, ths two 
fleets thus completing the circle of 
Cuba. 


The battleship Iowa followed Com- 


modore Schley on Friday, but was 
overtaken off Cape San Antonio on 
Saturday by the torpedo boat Dupont, 
with secret instructions. The battle- 
ship immediately iccrrnsed her speed 
to the limit, and when last seen was 
guarding the entrance to the passage 
betwcea the Isle of Fines and Cuba. 
The Dupont rushed on toward Cien-

WAR NEWS Or THE WEEK. 


Awaiting Xews of a Battle With Ad- 


miral Corvera's Squadron. 


^Washington, 
May 
25.—Wednesday 


of last week the cheering news was 
given out officially that the big battle- 
ship Oregon is safe, but r>o information 
could be learned as to her exact where- 
abouts. 
A British captain just ar- 


rived at Baltimore with a cargo of 
sulphur told how he had narrowly es- 
caped a Spanish mob at Huclva, being 
obliged to flee without a full cargo. I 
Prince Bismarck, in an interview at j 
his mansion in Friedrichsruhe, said the 
war was due to systematic American 
provocation, and declares that its re- 
sult "cannot be wholesome either to 
America or Europe." The Tenth Penn- 
sylvania regiment left Mount Gretna 
for San Francisco, where they will join 
the forces that will be sent to Admiral 
Dewey at Manila. The battleship Ala- 
bama, a formidable fighting machine, 
was successfully launched at Philadel- 
phia. She will be delivered to the gov- 
ernment some time next year. 


The important news of Thursday was 


the reported arrival of the Spanish 
flying squadron under Admiral Cer- 
vera at Santiago de Cuba. This dis- 
patch was subsequently confirmed. Our 
war department is sadly lacking in 
military supplies, and many delays are 
inevitable. 
The French 
government 


gave ample assurance of friendship for 
our government. The Spanish torpedo 
boat destroyer Terror is ready for sea 
at St. Pierre. Martinique, but while 
the Spaniard was coaling the American 
auxiliary cruiser Harvard, for which 
vessel the Terror was supposed to be 
in waiting, quietly slipped off to sea. 
The cruiser Charleston, which left San 
Francisco with supplies for Admiral- 
Dewey, put back with her condenser? 
out of order. Senator Sewell formally 
resigned his appointment in the volun- 
teer army, declaring it his duty to serve 
his state as senator, though he would 
prefer to go to war. 


On Friday an unconfirmed dispatch 


declared that Admiral Cervera's Span- 
ish squadron, which had been reported 
at Santiago da Cuba, had suddenly put 
tc sea. Oth°r d:sr etches declared that , 
the fleet had nr-t j^ine to Santiago, and 
still Liter it was d^t:.ired that the fle^t ' 
v.-as ypt at that place.

The life of telegraph operators in 


the city is very unlike that of their 
brothers in the country, and the duties 
of the "commercial" operator differ 
greatly from those of the railroad man. 
The latter's work may not be arduous 
as the other fellow's, but, it is fre- 
quently attended with much respon- 
sibility. And oiie does not need to go 
to Mexico or Montana in order to 
satisfy himself that the railroad oper- 
ator also has his share of close shaves 
and hair-raising experiences. A veteran 
"key-twister," who used to be em- 
ployed nights on the eastern division 
of the Boston <fc Maine railroad in New 
Hampshire, tells a startling story of 
his experience with a burglar while 
having orders from headquarters to 
Btoo a through freight. 
The predica- 


meijt in which he placed himself by 
falling asleep at his post should be a 
warning to all night operators who 
have a hand in the movement of trains. 
"Just throw two or three, shovel- 


fuls of coal on the fire every hour or so 
and make yourself comfortable. There 
won't "be much doing tonight, and 
after No. 2 goes—why,scoot home." 
' Those were the last words Ed said 
to me as he buttoned his collar high 
around his neck and harried out of the 
office. 


Ed was the regular night telegraph 


operator at the little town at Hampton, 
situated on a single-track railroad in 
New Hampshire. 
He wag not more 


than twenty-five years old, and the 
monotony of his work caused him to 
Beek frequent recreation away from 
the office. If a dance was to come off 
in the town hall or within ten miles of 
it, Ed would be there, provided he 
could find some one to take his place 
for that night at the office. 


I was only sixteen at that time. A 


few years before my brother and two 
other young men, all older than my- 
self, had built a private telegraph line 
between their homes in order, as they 
eaid, to learn how to "sling light- 
ning" well enough to work in a busy 
Office. 
Each became a good operator 


and in time found employment at his 
trade. 


Although an eager disciple of the 


art, I was almost too young to have a 
thorough knowledge of telegraphing 
when my brother left home; but I 
knew enough about it to want to know 
more, and the day and night operators 
at Hampton were annoyed by my 
visits till they decided that I wasn't 
an entirely hopeless case and could 
even be trusted occasionally to "sub" 
for them. 


And that is what I had agreed to do 


for Ed on the night mentioned—a cold 
and blustering night in February. 


The task was not altogether an 


agreeable one. No passenger trains 
stopped at Hampton after 6.25 o'clock 
in the evening. After 9 no one ever 
called at the station to inquire for 
freight, and by half past 10 all sounds 
of footsteps oa the platform ceased, 
only a dim light here and there could 
be seen, and everything about the 
place appeared to be dead. 


A thick snow storm, which set in 


during the evening, did not detract at 
all from the lonesomeness of my quar- 
ters. "Bat every place is lonesome 
at night," I mused, "and one can al- 
trays have company to cheer him," 


This thought coupled with the re- 


flection that in tue morning I was to 
receive 81.30 for my services, quieted 
my fears for the time being. 


A red, a while, and a blue lantern 


were always kept burning in the office 
at night in case they should be needed 
quickly.

Baae for Naval Opnrutioii* _ The Costly 


and AIucli Laughed at FortroNN That

Fort Jefferson, at Dry Tortugas, 


•which within a few weeks has been 
awakened from a thirty-year sleep, is 
not only one of the largest and most 
costly military structures of masonry 
in this country, but is also one of the 
most isolated military structures in 
tho world. 
Built in a part of the 


country where all the manual labor 
was at that time done by slaves, col- 
ored bondsmen were, of course, late- 
ly employed upon it. 


Passengers by the steamers from 


Key West to New Orleans, when four 
or five hours out of port, see three 
lonesome structures, rising apparent- 
ly out of the water, with no land in 
sight, and no foliage to protect them 
from the burning sun of the Gulf of 
Mexico, 
The largest of the trio is 


Fort Jefferson, which during the civil 
war was the dreaded prison of the Dry 
To«>ugas.

TLe inolosure up to the time of th« 


recent activities was a picture of des- 
olation. 
Bushes had overgrown it, 


and there were trailing vines that trip 
the exploring visitor, and buttomvood 
trees in clusters. 
Thirty cocoanut 


palms have grown tiJJ their feathery 
tops are far above the 'walls of the 
fort. 
When there were 1000 prison- 


ers and about 800 soldiers within 
the fort, outbreaks of yellow fever 
were frequent, and all the victims but 
two were buried on neighboring sand- 
keys which have since been washed 
awny. 


The most noted prisoner the fort 


held was Dr. Mudd, the physician who 
attended John Wilkes Booth after the 
assassination of President Lincoln. 
At the time of one of the serious yell 
low fever epidemics in the fort, when 
not a surgeon was left alive on the 
island, Dr. Mudd offered his profes- 
sional services. 
They were accepted, 


and he worked so faithfully, that the 
officers afterward united in signing 
the petition which secured the prison- 
er's pardon.

Poor Creatures Who Have Given Up Hope, 


T>yinff Upon the I>is«olving Snow. 


Horace Mangold, leader of a baud 


of Englishman who a few weeks ago 
passed through Ottawa on their way 
to the Klondike, is back again. When 
he reached Vancouver he heard sinis- 
ter rumors as to the state of Chilkoot 
pass, and, not willing that his men 
with their supplies should be met 
with serious obstacles, he proceeded 
in advance 
(accompanied by two 


Indians as porters) to test the actual 
conditions. He found the pass so bad 
that he is returning to England with 
the intention of coming back to pro- 
ceed when the Stikine is open. 


"The horrors oT the trail will never 


be adequately portrayed," was Mr. 
Mangold's comment. ' "There is in- 
reality no trail. It is a fearful wind- 
ing m and out, and covered with the 
remains of thousands of horses, the 
debris of outfits and camps into which 
you sink up to the waist. 


The shrapnel used in the old field gun, 
he said, was known in the service as 
"spheiicul case shot." 
It consisted 


of a spherical shell filled with bullets, 
but these bullets are now assembled 
iu circular layers, and are held iu 
place by separators, which are short 
cast-iron cylinders, with hemispheri- 
cal cavities, into which the bullets fit. 
These separators are weakened by 
radical cuts, and increase the effect o"f 
the shrapnel by furnishing additional 
fragments of effective weight. 
The 


total number of bullets and different 
pieces in the modern shrapnel is 201. 


As to the range of the old and mod- 


ern shrapnel, this official said that the 
twelve pounder Napoleon carried its 
old-fashioned shrapnel only a trifle 
over 1500 jards. The present shrap- 
nel, firing from a rifled gun, is effec- 
tive at 3SOO yards, or two and a half 
times as far. 
It could be used much 


further than this if a clear view of the 
object of fire could be obtained. 
The 


object against which this projectile is 
to be exploded must be seen clearly 
and i*s distance calculated to a nicety, 
so that the fuse may be properly adjust- 
ed and timed.

experts "the man-killing projectile." 
It has replaced shell in the field

Nothing is required except that~the 
working parts of the elevator should

The possibility of 
an elevator door being left open is 
guarded against by a device which 
prevents the elevator from moving nn- 
til the dcor has been closed, and 
when closed it automatically locks un- 
til it is unlocked by the arrival of the 
elevator. Most of the elevators are-, 
of course, quite small, accommodating 
about three persons. 
Some are large 


enough for six or even eight. 
They 


are often very handsomely and ex- 
pensively decorated. 
The entire de- 


signing and construction of the eleva- 
tor is done under the supervision of 
tbc elevator company, but the orna- 
mentation isconndod'to the decorators 
ami furnitiira maker?. 
The elevator 


is almost never built of ij on or steel, 
but of some handsome hard wood. 
Much carving sometimes goes into it, 
and the upholstery and other decora- 
tions are often very sumptions. Eleva- 
tors arc found very useful at large 
balls and receptions, and the time is 
rapidly approaching when it will be 
considered "bad form" if gnests are

CAPTURED ON THE PANAMA. 


He Is a Civil Engineer and a Na­ 
tive Spaniard, 


STOUTLY 
DENIES 
HIS 
GUILT. 


Key West, May 25.—An important 
arrest of a supposed Spanish spy was 
made last evefning by United States 
Marshal 
Hoar. 
The 
prisoner 
is 
Komigno Sapetero Jimenez, who was 
among those captured on the steamer 
Panama, and has since been held 
aboard ship as a prisoner of war. He 
is supposed to have obtained informa­ 
tion concerning New York harbor and 
its defenses, with charts of the harbor, 
which he is attempting to get to Span­ 
ish authorities. He is about 40 years 
of age, a Spaniard and a civil en­ 
gineer. 


Late yesterday afternoon Marshal 
Hoar, with several deputies and Uni­ 
ted States Commissioner Otto, received 
information from the north, in conse­ 
quence of which they slipped quietly 
out to the Panama, arrested Jiminez 
and brought him ashore. He was taken 
to the Key West hotel and put through 
a vigorous examination in a private 
room. So quietly was tne affair man­ 
aged, however, that only one or two 
persons knew of it. 


Jimenez stoutly denies the accusa­ 
tion that he is a spy, but his story was 
of spcli a contradictory nature that 
it confirmed the suspicions of the fed­ 
eral authorities. 
He said he had loft 
Cuba in 1877, a date which he subse­ 
quently corrected to 1S90, and later 
set it back a few years. He had lived, 
he admitted, in Now York since then, 
but he decided to return to Cuba to 
engage in mercantile business, and was 
on his way there when the Panama 
was captured. 
He asserted also that 
he had spent considerable time in 
Venezuela and other South American 
countries, 
m s story, though, was so 
conflicting on the whole as to be mean­ 
ingless. 
A thorough search of tne 
Panama was made in the attempt to 
locate the charts, but no trace of them 
could be found. The examination will 
be resumed, and Jimenez will be held 
under arrest in the meanwhile. 


GREAT NAVAL ACTIVITY. 


Sampson anti Schley Have the Spanish 
Admiral Hemmed In. 


Montego Bay, Jamaica, May 25.—'The 
waters south of Cuba have suddenly 
become the scene of great naval ac­ 
tivity. 
Commodore Schley, who left 
Key West last Thursday with the Uni­ 
ted States battleships Massachusetts 
and Texas, the armored cruiser Brook­ 
lyn and the armed yacht Scorpion, is 
believed to be cruising off Cienfuegos 
and Santiago de Cuba. 


When the newspaper dispatch boat 
Dandy left Key West 
last Friday 
morning Admiral Sampson was still 
there, 
It was the opinion of naval 
officers that he would sail for Cienfue­ 
gos soon by the eastern route, the two 
fleets thus completing the circle of 
Cuba. 


The battleship Iowa followed Com­ 
modore Schley on Friday, but was 
overtaken off Cape San Antonio on 
Saturday by the torpedo boat Dupont, 
with secret Instructions.

WAR NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


A w aiting Xows of a. B attle W ith Ad­ 
m iral Cor v e ra ’s Squadron, 


¿Washington, 
May 
25.—Wednesday 
of last week the cheering news was 
given out officially that the big battle­ 
ship Oregon is safe, but r>o information 
could be learned as to her exact where­ 
abouts. 
A British captain just ar­ 
rived at Baltimore with a cargo of 
sulphur told how he had narrowly es­ 
caped a Spanish mob at Huelva, being 
obliged to flee without a full cargo. 
Prince Bismarck, in an interview at 
his mansion in Friedrichsruhe, said the 
war was due to systematic American 
provocation, and declares that its re­ 
sult “cannot be wholesome either to 
America or Europe.” The Tenth Penn­ 
sylvania regiment left Mount Gretna 
for San Francisco, where they will join 
the forces that will be sent to Admiral 
Dewey at Manila. The battleship Ala­ 
bama, a formidable fighting machine, 
was successfully launched at Philadel­ 
phia. She will be delivered to the gov­ 
ernment some time next year. 


The important news of Thursday was 
the reported arrival of the Spanish 
flying squadron under Admiral Cer­ 
vera at Santiago de Cuba. 
This dis­ 
patch was subsequently confirmed. Our 
war department is sadly lacking in 
military supplies, and many delays are 
inevitable. 
The French government 
gave ample assurance of friendship for 
our government. The Spanish torpedo 
boat destroyer Terror is ready for sea 
at St. Pierre, Martinique, but while 
the Spaniard was coaling the American 
auxiliary cruiser Harvard, for which 
vessel the Terror was supposed to be 
in waiting, quietly slipped off to sea. 
The cruiser Charleston, which left San 
Francisco with supplies for Admiral. 
Dewey, put back with her condensers 
out of order. 
Senator Sewell formally 
resigned his appointment in the volun­ 
teer army, declaring it his duty to serve 
his state as senator, though he would 
prefer to go to war. 


On Friday an unconfirmed dispatch 
declared that Admiral Cervera’s Span­ 
ish squadron, which had been reported 
at Santiago de Cuba, had suddenly put 
to sea. Other dispatches declared that 
the fleet had not gone to Santiago, and 
still later it was declared that the fleet 
was yet at that place. In the Spanish 
senate Premier Sagasta declared that 
the policy of the new cabinet would be 
war to the utmost. On the Spanish 
steamer Argonauta, captured during 
the first days of the war, a large quan­ 
tity of ammunition was found secreted. 
A Havana dispatch to Madrid declared 
that “the rebels have pronounced in 
favor of Spain.” 


Last Saturday a dispatch from Key 
West told of the chasing of three 
small Spanish gunboats off the north 
coast of Cuba by the cruiser Mont­ 
gomery. The Spaniards escaped. Our 
cruist r Minneapolis, which was coaling 
at Charlotte Amalie,. St, Thomas Isl­ 
and, was ordered away by the Danish 
governor, as she had been in the port 
over 24 hours. General Merritt, who is 
to be the military governor of the Phil­ 
ippines, left Washington for San Fran- 
citu-t. A few unimportant Cuban lead­ 
ers have aoepted the offers of the au­ 
tonomist government, but Gomez and 
Gaivia firmly 
refuse.

News a Crime. 


It is a well taken point that theie 


should be severe penalties imposed for 
the circulation ot false reports relating 
to the war.News oi a disaster may be 
used to influence the markets, or cre- 
ate a demand for newspapers, and, 
whether true or not, may serve well the 
selfish motives which set it afloat. This 
manner of crying ''wolf! waif!" does 
not work out according to the fable, 
hence, if it be possible, it ought to be 
made a high crime, particularly when 
uttered by reputable carriers and pub- 
lishers oi news, like telegraph compa- 
nies and newspapers. 


The reported total loss of a vessel 


may inflict untold misery, in a very 
brief time, which, even the contradic - 
lion of the report does not repair. 
It 


must be remembered that hundreds of 
souls are on these ships, each of which 
has family ties of some kind on land, 
to whom a knowledge of their death or 
injury must cause great distress. That 
anyone, for gam or notoriety, should 
so be allowed to play lightly with the 
hearts of parent, wives and friends, is 
not to be admitted for an instant, and 
the offense should be criminal. 


Unfortuately, news is often carelessly 


and non- maliciously garbled; for in- 
stance, a spoken or written word may 
be misunderstood for another; or, an 
addition be made which slightly chan- 
ges the sense, followed by another and 
another in the same line, until the orig- 
al is unrecognizable. The sweetness 
of peddling news undoubtedly leads to 
its manufacture; the ordinary is made 
extraordinary, and the most prosaic 
morsel is trimmed up to attractiveness, 
which does not so much matter as long 
as the ordinary events of life are refer- 
red to, but has quite a different signifi- 
cance when applied to matters of life 
and death.

Tho life of telegraph operators in 
the city is very unlike that of their 
brothers in the country, and the duties 
of tho “ commercial” operator differ 
greatly from thoao of the railroad man. 
The latter’s work may not be arduous 
as the other fellow’s, but, it is fre­ 
quently attended with much respon­ 
sibility. And one does not need to go 
to Mexico or Montana in order to 
satisfy himself that the railroad oper­ 
ator Also has his share of close shaves 
and hair-raising experiences. A votoran 
“key-twister/* who used to be em­ 
ployed nights on tho eastern division 
of the Boston & Maine railroad in New 
Hampshire, tells a startling story of 
his experience with a burglar while 
having orders from headquarters to 
etop a through freight. 
The predica­ 
ment in which he placed himself by 
falling asleep at his post should be a 
warning to all night operators who 
have a hand in the movement of trains. 


“Just throw two or three, shovel­ 
fuls of coal on the fire every hour or so 
and make yourself comfortable. There 
won’t be much doing tonight, and 
after No. 2 goes—why, scoot home, ” 
1 Those were the last words Ed said 
to me as he buttoned his collar high 
around his neck and hurried out of the 
office. 


Ed was the regular night telegraph 
operator at the little town at Hampton, 
situated on a single-track railroad ip 
New Hampshire. 
He was not more 
than twenty-five years old, and the 
monotony of his work caused him to 
peek frequent recreation away from 
the office. 
If a dance was to come off 
in the town hall or within ten miles of 
it, Ed would be there, provided he 
could find some one to take his place 
for that night at the office. 


I was only sixteen at that time. 
A 
few years before my brother and two 
other young men, all older than my- 
6elf, had built a private telegraph lino 
between their homes in order, as they 
eaid, to learn how to “ sling light­ 
ning” well enough to work in a busy 
office.

from seeing the interior of the office. 
These shades were always drawn after 
the departure of the last passenger 
train for the day. 


Somo one 
had broken into the 
women’s room and was trying to force 
open the window to the office, using, 
evidently, a chisel and mallet. 


The doors of that room were 
al­ 
ways locked by the day man before 
going off duty, aud I made sure early 
in the evening that that task had not 
been neglected. 
Moreover, as tramps 
were not allowed in tho station, and 
it was easier to keep them out than to 
put them out, I had also bolted the 
doors of the men’s room. 
Ed often 
did that after 12 o’clock. 


The safe, containing books, tickets, 
and perhaps $200 or $300 in cash, was 
midway between the two windows and 
about four feet from each. 


For fully five minutes I stood per­ 
fectly rigid. 


“Apparently the thief is uncertain 
whether there is any one here,” I 
thought. 
“If he imagined 
there 
wasn’t, he would certainly smash the 
window, iron guard and all, in short 
order. 
Maybe he expects to find me 
asleep and as soon as he pries open 
the window will thrust in a pistol and 
order me to hold up my hands.” 


How was I to defend myself? 
If I 
went to the window, it would probably 
mean prompt surrender or death, and 
to hesitate much longer did not seem 
likely to relieve the situation 


“ If I only had a revolver,” 
Ed 
owned one, but he always carried it 
with him. 


I resolved to start up one of the in­ 
struments in the hope that the loud 
and sudden ticking might put the in­ 
truder to flight. 


Bending over the table I opened the 
key on wire No. 16. 
The machine 
did not respond. 
Realizing that the 
dampness of tho storm had interfered 
with the current, I tightened the 
spring of the relay. 


“ SF SF >SF Qk 12 Qk 12.” 
The sounder was making those sig­ 
nals with great rapidity. 
The train 
despatclier was calling my office, and 
the abbreviation meant, “ Quick. 
We 
want you to hold a train. 


I answered, and the query came 
back clear and sharp: 


“ No. 252?” 
“ Not yet,” said I, 
“ 14 for 252.” 
“ O. K .” I replied, confidently. 
The despatcher’s command was to 
hold the through freight for orders. 


The noise at the window, which 
ceased for a minute or two, had now 
recommenced in earnest. 
Either tho

Thus I argued nervously to myself.

No. 252 was standing just above 
the station, and at the engineer’s sig­ 
nal his fireman pulled down to where 
we stood, 


“ Get in there,’’commanded Hender­ 
son to his prisoner, pointing to the 
caboose. 
“ We’ll take care of you,” 
And he obeyed, 


I climbed back through tho window, 
repeated the order to headquarters 
with the proper signatures, received 
the despatcher’s indorsement, and 252 
went on. 
Her delay had been caused 
by snapping a* draw bar on an up 
grade,and having to chain and rechain 
the cars together before the train could 
proceed, 


Henderson said afterward that the 
fellow escaped being locked up, but 
that he did not escape being pitched 
off into a snowdrift. 


Anyhow, I never saw him again, 
and that was the first and last time I 
ever fell asleep while on ck'ty.—New 
York #un,

York county, 
which, in 1897 received an appropriation 
of .$120,218.56, this year gets $31

FORT AT DRY TORTUGAS. 


ONE OF THE WORLD’S LARCEST MIL- 
ITARY STRUCTURES OF MASONRY. 


Ba»e for N aval Operations — TIio Costly 
am i M urli L aughed at Fortress T hat 
lia s Suddenly Grown to l?o o f Vast I m ­ 
portance—Once Used as a M ilitary Prison. 
Fort Jefferson» at Dry Tortugas, 
'which within a few weeks has been 
awakened from a thirty-year sleep, is 
not only one of the largest and most 
costly military structures of masonry 
in this country, but is also one of the 
most isolated military structures in 
the world. 
Built in a part of the 
country where all the manual labor 
was at that time done by slaves, col­ 
ored bondsmen were, of course, large­ 
ly employed upon it. 


Passengers by the steamers from 
Key West to New Orleans, when four 
or fitfe hours out of port, see three 
lonesome structures, rising apparent­ 
ly out of the water, with no land in 
sight, and no foliage to protect them 
from the burning sun of the Gulf of 
Mexico, 
The largest of the trio is 
Fort Jefferson, which during the civil 
Avar was the dreaded prison of the Dry 
T o tf u g a s . 
The second, a mile or 
more to the northwest, is tlifc light­ 
house bearing the official name of 
Tortugas Light, but locally known as 
the Loggerhead Key Light. The third 
building, almost within pistol shot of 
the fort, is a rough, temporary house 
of boards, cheerless and forbiding 
enough to seem what it has been for 


The inolosure up to the time of the 
recent activities was a picture of des­ 
olation. 
Bushes had overgrown it, 
and there were trailing vines that trip 
the exploring visitor, and buttonwood 
trees in clusters. 
Thirty coooanut 
palms have grown tilJ their feathery 
tops are far above the walls of the 
fort. 
When thero wore 1000 prison­ 
ers and about S00 soldiers within 
tho fort, outbreaks of yellow fever 
were frequent, and all the victims but 
two were buried on neighboring sand- 
keys which have since been washed 
away. 


rpThe most noted prisoner the fort 
held was Dr. Muriel, the physician who 
attended John Wilkes Booth after the 
assassination of President Lincoln. 
At the time of one of tho serious yel­ 
low fever epidemics in the fort, when 
not a surgeon was left alive on the 
island, Dr. Mudd offered his profes­ 
sional services. 
They wore accepted, 
and he worked so faithfully, that the 
officers afterward united in signing 
the petition which secured the prison­ 
er's pardon. 


In one way and another, more thau 
$30,000,000 has been expended upon 
the fort; and until the recent discov­ 
ery that it was a valuable base for 
naval operations in the Gulf, both mili­ 
tary and naval men were disposed to 
laugh at it as a useless work. 
It is 
so well built, however,that with small 
expenditure it can be converted into a 
formidable modern fortress.

some years—the posthouse of the Tor­ 
tugas quarantine station. 


As the vessel approaches the build­ 
ings it is seen that each stands upon 
its own little islet of sand; and theso 
three sand keys are all that remain of 
the Dry Tortugas. 
A generation ago 
there were several other islands in tho 
group, but the Gulf Stream has washed 
them away. 
The sharp eye of the 
navigator, however, sees that only the 
sandy tops have disappeared, leaving 
the dangerous coral formation close to 
the surface. 
With its double row of 
ragged portholes, its six great bastions, 
each large enough to be a fort in itself, 
and its broad, granite-walled moat, 
Fort Jefferson looks far more impos­ 
ing than the modern fort of earth­ 
works. 


Congress made the first appropria­ 
tion of $50,000 for the construction of 
the fort in 1844, and the work was be­ 
gun in 
184G. 
Garden Key, upon 
which it stands, was not as large 
as the fort that was designed, and 
several 
neighboring islets of sand 
were taken up by the shipload and 
deposited upon 
its beach to give 
solidity io the foundation of gran­ 
ite blocks that reaches far down into 
the coral. 
For fifteen years the work 
dragged slowly on, and at the out­ 
break of the war, the fort was still in­ 
complete and hardly defensible. When 
it was first garrisoned, in the winter 
of 1860-01 it had cost 81,400,000; for 
every brick in its eight-feet-thick 
walls, every block of granite, oven 
the earth for the five-acre inclosure 
within the walls, had to be carried by 
sea from New York and other northern 
ports. 
As soon as the war department 
determined to use it for a military 
prison, 
Congress 
began to lavish 
money upon it. 
In i860 and 1861 
$250,000 was appropriated. 
On the 
20th of February, 1862, a bill appro­ 
priating $200,000 was passed, and on 
the same date another for $100,000; 
and later in the day a third, a total of 
half a million dollars in a single day. 
As the fort filled up with prisoners, 
many of them of importance, it was 
proposed to enlarge the accommoda­ 
tions by building an annex fort on the 
adjoining Bird Key, and $650,000 
more was appropriated for the pur­ 
pose. But this project was abandoned 
after the plans had be'en made, and 
the money was used on the original 
structure. 
The last appropriation 
was made in 1873, and the garrison 
was withdrawn in 1878. 
Up to that 
time the structure alone had cost 
$2,935,000. 


(Since 1888 Fort Jefferson lias been 
used as a Federal quarantine station, 
under the charge of Dr. B, D. Murray, 
and in the summer months it could be 
visited only with his permission. The 
adjutant general of tho army describes 
tho fort as “a double-casemated, hexa­ 
gonal structure of brick, standing on 
Garden Key,Tortugas, the mostsouth- 
western part of the Florida reefs, in lat­ 
itude 24 degrees 37 minutes47 seconds 
north, longitude 82 degrees 52 min­ 
utes 53 seconds west.** 
In 1864, lie 
adds, “it contained about 1000 pris­ 
oners. 
The key contains seven acres, 
five of which are within the walls of 
the fort. 
The average height of the 
key above tho sea is three and oue- 
haif feet, but a a excavation over two 
and a half feet develops the primitive 
coral, and the salt water of the gulf.” 
The landing place is in front of a 
wooden structure, in which is the 
fumigating apparatus of the quaran­ 
tine station, and a wooden bridge 
leads across the fifty-foot-wide moat, 
U]j to the heavy granite portal. 
A 
steam launch and several smaller quar­ 
antine boats float i)eacefully ju 
mont, and in a dozen steps from the 
entrance the visitor is within tho fort. 
On every side stretch away tho long 
rows of casemates, one above the other, 
in as good condition now as when first 
built. 
The fort proper is too solid a 
structure to become a ruin in anything 
less than centuries. 


Thousands Are in Use in N ew Y ork—-^To 
Operator N eeded, 


Among the luxurious conveniences 
of the dwelling houses of the rich are 
now elevators. 
It is very seldom that 
a private residence is more than four 
stories in height, and the living rooms 
of the family are, as a rule, on the sec­ 
ond or third floor. The stairways have 
wide low steps, easy of ascent; but 
the exertion of climbing even a single 
flight of stairs is now accounted too 
irksome for those whose means enable 
them to escape it. 
Accordingly, in 
all houses planned today, which are to 
cost as much as $100,000—putting the 
matter broadly—there is an elevator. 
Architects in their designs for fine 
houses always made provision for the 
elevator, unless they have received ex­ 
press directions not to do so. 
Even 
in cases where the elevator is not to 
be put in immediately, provision is 
made for it either by space left for a 
shaft, or by the actual construction of 
the shaft. 
In hundreds of old houses, 
built before elevators were thought of 
for residences, elevators have within a 
year or two been installed. 


Nearly 
all 
elevators in private 
houses are operated by electricity, by 
means of a current derived from the 
electric mains of the subways in the 
street. 
The owner of tho house is 
thus relieved of all trouble concerning 
the motive power; it is turned on and 
off like the gas 
or electric light. 
Nothing is required except that the 
working parts of the elevator should 
be kept clean and lubricated, and this 
is usually attended to by the inspector 
<of the installing company, so that 
nothing could be less troublesome. 
Elevators are thus bound to become 
in time indispensable adjuncts of the 
homes of the rich, and possibly of a 
class to be accounted something less 
than rich, because the cost of the ele­ 
vator installation is not tremendously 
high. 


One thing rendering it so popular 
is that no elevator operator is required; 
it is not necessary to add another to 
the army of 
servants already em­ 
ployed. 
Any one can operate the ele­ 
vator with perfect safety, for all that 
he or she has to do is to “press the 
button and tho company does the 
rest.” 
If one wishes to ascend or de­ 
scend to any floor, all he has to do is 
to press a certain button, and the ele­ 
vator immediately starts for that floor, 
and stoics of its own accord when it 
gets there. 
In some cases the doors 
open and close automatically, but this 
involves 
a 
complicated 
apparatus 
which is found usually unsuited to a 
private residence. 
Tho possibility of 
an elevator door being left open is 
guarded against by a device which 
prevents the elevator from moving un­ 
til the door has been closed, and 
when closed it automatically locks un­ 
til it is unlocked by the arrival of the 
elevator. 
Most of the elevators are> 
of course, quite small, accommodating 
about three persons. 
Some are large 
enough for six or even eight. 
They 
are often very handsomely and ex­ 
pensively decorated. 
The entire de­ 
signing and construction of the eleva­ 
tor is done under the supenision of 
tho elevator company, but the orna­ 
mentation iscontided to the decorators 
and furniture makers. 
The elevator 
is almost never built of iron or steel, 
but of some handsome hard wood. 
Much carving sometimes goes into it, 
and the upholstery and other depora- 
tions are often very sumptuous. Eleva­ 
tors are found very useful at large 
balls and receptions, and the time is 
rapidly approaching when it will be 
considered “ bad form” if guests are 
asked to walk up a pair of stairs.— 
New York Post.

Guncotton, one of the most power­ 
ful destroyers known to man,has been 
adopted by the United States as the 
service high explosive for the great 
guns of warships and seaeoast de­ 
fences, as the tests at the Indian 
Head and 
Sandy 
Hook 
proving 
grounds have demonstrated the entire 
feasibility of firing from modern rifled 
guns, Avith smokoless powder as tho 
propelling agent, steel shells carrying 
heavy charges of guncotton. 
Among 
all the measures taken for strengthen­ 
ing the national defences, this is one 
of tho most important, 


Armor-piercing projectiles, heavily 
charged with guncotton, would make 
our fortified harbors safe from an at­ 
tack by a hostilo fleet. 
A single shell 
from the great Watervliet gun to be 
mounted on Bonier 
Shoals would 
carry such a weight of the powerful 
explosive as to put out of action the 
most heavily armored ship afloat. 
Should a portion of an' attacking fleet 
run through the fire of the long- 
range guns and come within range of 
the mortar-batteries, upon the decks 
would fall tons of guncotton incased 
in deck-piercing shells, which would 
explode between decks with terrible 
effect. 
Armor plate would be crushed 
like tin, guns dismounted, boilers ex­ 
ploded, and crews decimated by tho 
flying fragments of steel and the force 
of tho explosive. 


Modern high explosives have never 
been used in large quantities to charge 
rifle shells in warfare, but secret ex­ 
periments in Europe have met with 
such success that it is believed that 
should there be another great Euro­ 
pean war the combatants would all be 
found supplied with high explosive 
shells. Dynamite and guncotton were 
used in torpedoes and 
submarine 
mines in the war between Chili and 
Peru, the Turco-Bussian war of 1877, 
the Franco-Chinese war of 1884, the 
Brazilian civil war, and the last war 
in the East, but only in the conflict be­ 
tween China and Japan was any use 
made of high explosive shells. 
Dur­ 
ing the few hours of naval lighting 
terrible destruction was wrought by 
Japanese shells charged with smail 
quantities of 
cordite, the service 
«mokeless powder of England. 
Many 
of the shells failed to explode and the 
aim of the gunners was bad, but the 
effect of high explosive shells, even 
under these adverse conditions, was 
terrific. 
In the action off Asan on 
July 25, 1894, in which three Chinese 
and four Japanese warships were en­ 
gaged, the Tsi Yuen, one 
of the 
Chinese ships, received the heaviest 
fire. 
An English officer went aboard 
after the battle, 


“ The vessel ¡presented the appear­ 
ance of an old wreck.” he said. 
“ On 
deck the sight was cruel and beggars 
description. 
Woodwork, cordage, bits 
of iron and dead bodies all lay in con­ 
fusion. 
Between decks matters were 
as bad. 
The slaughter had been 
awful, blood and human remains being 
scattered over the decks and guns. 
Three of the five men working the 
four-ton gun in the after turret were 
blown to pieces by a six-inch shell, 
and a fourth was shot down while at­ 
tempting to leave the turret. 
The re­ 
maining gunner stuck to his post and 
managed to fire three rounds at the 
Naniwa, and one shell entering her 
engine room and another blowing her 
fore bridge away, she hauled off. 
The 
Chinese admiral awarded t > tho plucky 
gunner 1000 taels. One shell struck the 
deck and, glancing,pussed up through 
the conning tower and exploded,blow­ 
ing to pieces the gunner-lieutenant 
and leaving his head hanging on one 
of the voice pipes. 
Huge fragments 
of armor and backing had been torn 
from their fastenings and carried in­ 
board, crushing a number of poor 
wretches into shapeless masses, even 
the upper part of the funnels being 
splashed with blood.” 


Guncotton shells for heavy guns 
have been adopted by the United 
States as the result of experiments ex­ 
tended over a period of years. 
Long 
ago the ordnance experts were con­ 
vinced that high 
explosive 
shells 
could be used with entire safety, and 
emuieusite, a modern explosive of un­ 
certain action, was adopted for use in 
the army. 
The service charge of ein- 
mensite for common 12-inch mortar 
shells was fixed at. seventeen pounds, 
and for dock-piercing shells at thirty- 
eight pounds. 
Three years ago the 
army ordn.uico bureau 
announce 1 
that experiments were in progress with 
a view to adopting an armor-piercing 
projectile and a high-explosive shell. 
Several American inventors have since 
brought forward armor-ijiercingshells 
meeting the government requirements. 
The projectile factories are now work­ 
ing under rush orders making shells 
for the government. 
The 
armor- 
piercers, deck piercers, and common 
shells are all made with powder cham­ 
bers, solid shot having been discarded. 
No more emmensite will be made, and 
tho government is plai#nglarge orders 
for cellulose (cotton fibre) aud nitric 
and sulphuric acids for the manu­ 
facture of guncotton. 


The great power of iruncotton as a 


destructivo agent and the romarkable 
freedom with which it can bo used 
safely aliko make it a valuable mili­ 
tary explosive. 
Guncotton is made 
by immersing puro dry cotton in a 
mixture of the purest and strongest 
nitric and sulphuric acids, and pressing 
it into blocks. When dry it is as easi­ 
ly electrified as a cat’s back, and is 
luminous when rubbed in tho dark. 
Dry guncotton may bo exploded by 
wrapping it tightly in tin-foil, striking 
it several light blows on an anvil to 
compress it, and then giving it a heavy 
blow; but there is no certainty that it 
will explode. 
Saturated with water 
guncotton is exploded with great dif­ 
ficulty, and it is in this condition that 
it is stored away in iñagazinas and 
used as a shell-charging explosive. 
Tho wet guncotton, in. the process of 
pressing in its manufacture at the 
United States torpedo station, is sub­ 
jected to a pressure of about 6300 
pounds to tho squaro inch, and the 
pressure has beeu carried to 15,000 
pounds without causing explosion. 
Dry, loose guncotton burns with a 
flash, but without explosion; wet com­ 
pressed guncotton will not burn until 
the moisture is dried out of it. In tho 
torpedo station experiments a ton of 
wet guncotton has been placed in a 
bonfire, where it slowly burnedJhway 
without explosion. 


THE MODERN SHRAPNEL, 


CHILKOOT PASS HOKRORS. 


Poor Creatures W h o Have Given Vp Hope, 
Ikying Upon th e D issolvin g Snow, 


Horace Mangold, leader of a band 
of Englishman who a few weeks ago 
passed through Ottawa on their way 
to the Klondike, is back again. When 
he reached Vancouver he heard sinis­ 
ter rumors as to the state of Chilkoot 
pass, and, not willing that his men 
with their supplies should be met 
with serious obstacles, he proceeded 
in advance 
(accompanied 
by 
two 
Indians as porters) to test the actual 
conditions. 
He found the pass so bad 
that he is returning to England with 
the intention of coming back to pro­ 
ceed when the Stikine is open. 


“ The horrors oT the trail will never 
be adequately portrayed,” was Mr. 
Mangold’s comment. 
“ There is in­ 
reality no trail. 
It is a fearful wind­ 
ing in and out, and covered with the 
remains of thousands of horses, the 
debris of outfits and camps into which 
you sink up to the waist. 
I saw poor 
wretches thrust aside by the score by 
the desperate procession which, what­ 
ever happens, will never stop. 
And 
those who actually pass the summit, 
what horrors await them on the other 
side! 


“ As I made my way along I saw 
strong men crying like children. They 
had lost their horses; they had started 
out with insufficient food; they were 
in hunger and wretchedness; they had 
been thrust aside by the desperate 
creatures behind, who showed no 
mercy, but were bound to push on re­ 
gardless of the sufferings they inflict­ 
ed upon those who were too weak to 
keep up. 
That was the callousness 
of it—that those who from fatigue, 
from hunger, from utter exhaustion 
through carrying their own packs, 
stumbled, were pushed or kicked out 
of the way, and you passed on, brush­ 
ing by poor creatures who had given 
up all hope and who were lying out 
upon the dissolving snow, utterly in­ 
different to their fate. 


Two things have contributed to the 
misery which 
I saw. 
First, the 
weather, which was so mild as to 
make tho pass simply a deep creek 
filled with snow broth, and second, 
the imperfect outfits of hundreds of 
men, who, after they reached Van­ 
couver, had no more notion of where 
they were going or how they were to 
go than they had of flying.” 


Mr. Mangold says that he found 
among the Canadians an objection to 
the introduction of the English. 


“This was unaccountable to me,but 
there is no doubt that it exists. Those 
who have influence should impress 
ui3on the government not to allow 
liquor in the Yukon district, 
I speak 
from experience. 
I have been in the 
arctic regions and I know that the 
talk of the need of liquor is all tommy- 
rot. 
Liquor in a mining camp is 
simply a crime. 
A poor man who has 
never handled any money worth talk­ 
ing about makes a ‘strike.* 
He at 
once treats the whole camp. 
Then 
you have, when theso men are drunk, 
all the elements of an inferno.” 


H ow I t 1)i(Vers Ita d ica lly From tho Ohso- 


leto Projectiles. 


Many suggestions havo been n-»:.do 
to tho war department at Washing ton 
for tho utilization of tho old smooth­ 
bore twelve-pounder Napoleon g-in* 
that tho army still has on haud as 
relics of former wars. 
Tho dop»ut- 
meut has been severely censured, in­ 
deed, for not using those old guns for 
firing shrapnol, and sovoral pa] 
have gone so far as to assert that 
shrapnol cannot boused in tho mod« ■ :i 
rilled cannon. 
An official who :t* a 
recognized authority 
on projectil«* 
and guns said that these suggestion 
and criticisms are founded on ign i 
anco of tho nature of tho shrap’i* 1 
and the modern rifled gun, as used m 
the armies of all civilized nations. 


Tho old twolve-poundor Napoleon, 
said he, is a smoothbore, obsoht,* 
gun, which was considered antiquated 
even in our late war. 
It bears about 
the same relation to tho field gun of 
the prosent day that the old scythe 
does to the modern mowing machine. 
The shrapnel used in the old field gun, 
he said, was known in tho service as 
“spherical case shot.” 
It consisted 
of a spherical shell filled with bullets, 
but those bullets are now assembled 
in circular layers, and are held in 
place by separators, which are short 
cast-iron cylinders, with hemispheri­ 
cal cavities, into which the bullets fit. 
Theso separators are weakened by 
radical cuts, and increase the effect of 
tho shrapnel by furnishing additional 
fragments of effectivo weight. 
Tho 
total number of bullets and different 
pieces in the modern shrapnel is 20 1. 


As to the range of tho old and mod­ 
ern shrapnol, this official said that the 
twelve pounder Napoleon carried its 
old-fashioned shrapnel only a trifle 
over 1500 yards. 
Tho present shrap­ 
nel, firing from a rifled gun, is eftec- 
tive at 3<SOO yards, or two and a half 
times as far. 
It could be used much 
further than this if a clear view of the 
object of fire could be obtained. 
Tho 
object against which this projectile is 
to bo exploded must bo seen clearly 
and i*s distance calculated to anicety, 
so that the fuse may be properly adjust­ 
ed and timed. 


The shrapnel is called by artillery 
experts “ the man-killing projectile.” 
It has replaced shell in tho 
field 
artillery, and is practically the only 
projectile used by tho modern field 
guns of the armies of this country and 
of Europe. 
It is ten to twenty times 
as destructive as shell against troops. 
In the late war it was used to good 
purpose at Malvern Hill and Gettys­ 
burg, and also by the British in their 
Indian and Egyptian campaigns. The 
only objection that can be advanced 
against it is that the range and view 
must be accurately determined. When 
these are ascertained, tho shrapnel 
will pulverize any object it is used 
upon. 


“ Sedan,” said this official, “ was the 
greatest artillery battle that has yet 
been fought. 
Every attempt of tho 
French to advance against the German 
guns was checked by tho shell fire of 
the German batteries at a distance o£ 
2000 paces. 
Tho French general, 
Douay, declared that the French were 
beaten by the artillery fire alone. This 
was with shell. 
The effectiveness of 
shrapnel may be imagined when we 
remember that it is at least ten to 
twenty times as destructive as shell 
under the same conditions,” 
York Times.

^False Nows a Crime* 


It is a well taken point that theie 
should be severe penalties imposed for 
the circulation of false reports relating 
to the war.News of a disaster may be 
used to influence the markets, or cre­ 
ate a dem and for newspapers, an d , 
whether true or not, may serve well the 
selfish motives which set it afloat. This 
m anner of crying '»wolf! waif!” does 
not work out according to the fable, 
hence, if it be possible, it ought to be 
m ade a high crime, particularly when 
uttered by reputable carriers and pu b­ 
lishers of news, like telegraph compa 
nies and newspapers. 


The reported total loss of a vessel 
m ay inflict untold misery, in a very 
brief time, which, even the contradic • 
tion of the report does not repair. 
It 
must be remembered that hundreds of 
souls are on these ships, each of which 
has family ties of some kind on land, 
to whom a knowledge of their death or 
injury must cause great distress. 
That 
anyone, for gain or notoriety, should 
so be allowed to play lightly with the 
hearts of parent, wives and friends, is 
not to be admitted for an instant, and 
the offense should be criminal. 


Unfortuately, news is often carelessly 
and non-maliciously garbled; for in­ 
stance, a spoken or written word may 
be misunderstood for another; or, an 
addition be made which slightly c h an ­ 
ges the sense, followed by another and 
another in the same line, until the orig- 
al is unrecognizable. 
The sweetness 
of peddling news undoubtedly leads to 
its manufacture; the ordinary is made 
extraordinary, and the most prosaic 
morsel is trimmed up to attractiveness, 
which does not so much matter as long 
as the ordinary events of life are refer­ 
red to, but has quite a different signifi­ 
cance when applied to matters of life 
and death.

A Kail way to the 
Arctic Ocean. 
j 


The first line of rail way running to a 


port on the Arctic sea is the co_illivati- 
tiou of the Vologda railway,in Eusoia, ' 
the construction o: which has recently I 
been completed. 
It is nearly four 


hundred miles in length, and its ter- 
minus^ is the port of Archangel, on 
jjhe southeastern corner of the \Vhite 
sea and at the month of the Biver 
Dwina. The Vologda-Archangel rail 
way passes for the most part through 
deserted or sparsely populated regions, 
or across "tundras" and marshes, 
•which are sometimes fifty feet in depth. 
The whole nature of the country 
through which the new line passe 
was unfavorable to its construction. 
Marshes and patches of bog and swamp 
Lad to be filled ic, the newly made 
embankments were continually giving 
•way, and had again to be built up 
until the necessary stability had been 
obtained. Six iron bridges and nu- 
merous bridges of wood were required 
The wooden bridges are built upou 
piles driven in some cases to a great 
depth beneath the surface. 
The new 


line is of military as well as commer- 
cial importance, and it will play a lead- 
ing part in the opening of the uoith- 
ern provinces of Kussia. It will fur- 
nish an outlet for the deposits of pet- 
roleum -which exist in northern Russia, 
but which have not been worked for 
•want of means of transport.—Indus- 
tries and Iron.

Familiar Implement of Land Use 


Found on Waters as Well. 


The common idea of a snow shovel Is 


that it is used to clear the sidewalk and 
that sort of thing, but the snow falls 
on the sea as irel! as on land, and if 
there is a ship in the way of the storm, 
the snow, of course, falls on its decks 
Just as it would fall on anything ashore. 
It may be that the snow that falls on 
the ship will be -washed off by the sea, 
or It may be necessary to clean it off, so 
as to give a better and securer foothold 
on the decks and to facilitate the work- 
Ing of the ship. This is often done 
with snow shovels, which are carried 
by probably nine out of ten of the deep- 
water ships, from one to three each, ac- 
cording to the size of the vessel. 


The snow shovels used aboard ship 


are made especially for that use. They 
are not iron or steel shod along the 
edge, as most of the snow shovels used 
along the shore are, and -whatever 
metal 1« used in their construction is 
so placed that It cannot come in con- 
tact with the deck. No Iron shove: is 
ever used on a ship's deck. 


As a matter of fact, the snow shovel 


Is used on shipboard mostly when the 
ship Is In port, where she may remain 
for a period of weeks, discharging and 
reloading; but when the vessel sails 
the snow shovels are stowed away in 
the large lazaretto aft, or under the 
forecasUe deck forward. Oa a shJp 
hound for San Francisco the snow 
KM>T«S may DC needed injea sne is 
rounding Cape Horn, where snow some- 
times falls in summer. Snow that falls 
upon the dock in the waist of the ship 
is likely lo be -washed away by the 
water she takes aboaixl; the decks more 
likely to need sliovrfing are those high- 
er above the sea, the forecastle deck 
and the quarter deck. In a t!nie of 
rnow squalls the captain would per- 
haps keep a man standing ready with a 
shovel to shovel off the snow after ev- 
ery squall. There might be times when 
the decks were iced and slippery, when 
the captain woald have ashes strewn 
upon them to give a securer foothold.

Public School Appropriations. 


Warrcnt Clerk Glenn has completed at 
the Department of Public Instruction in 
Harrisburg the calculations on the new 
system of distributing the State appro­ 
priation to the public schools, and the 
warrnts for this year to be issued on his 
figures will be quite a falling oil in some 
counties and a considerable increase in 
others. As was expected, Philadelphia 
was a heavy loser to the extent of almost 
$200,000, and some of the larger cities are 
down.

* The first line of railway running to a 
port on the Arctic sea is tho eo.it’.u .ia- ! 
tion of the Vologda railway,in Russia, * 
the construction of which has recently I 
been completed. 
It is nearly four 
hundred miles in length, and its ter­ 
minus is the port of Archangel, on 
yie southeasto,,n com ;r of the "White 
sea and at the mouth of the River 
Dwina. 
The Vologda-Archangel rail­ 
way passes for the most part through 
deserted or sparsely populated regions, 
or across 1 ‘tundras” and marshes, 
which are sometimes fifty feet in depth. 
The whole nature of 
the country 
through which the new line passes 
was unfavorable to its construction. 
Marshes and patches of bog and swamp 
had to be iilied in, the newly made 
embankments were continually giving 
way, and had again to bo built up 
until the necessary stability had been 
obtained. 
Six iron bridges and nu­ 
merous bridges of wood were required 
The wooden bridges are built upon 
piles driven in some cases to a great 
depth beneath the surface. 
The new 
line is of military as well as commer­ 
cial importance, and it will play a lead­ 
ing part in the opening of the north­ 
ern provinces of Russia. 
It will fur­ 
nish an outlet for the deposits of pet­ 
roleum which exist in northern Russia, 
but which have not been worked for 
want of means of transport—Indus­ 
tries and Iron.

THE SNOW SHOVEL AT SEA. 


F a m ilia r 
Im p lem en t 
o f L and U se 
Found on W atera as W ell.. 


The common idea of a snow shovel Is 
that it is used to clear the sidewalk and 
that sort of thing, but the snow falls 
on the sea as well as on laud, and If 
there is a ship in the way of the storm, 
ifche snow, of course, falls on its decks 
Just os it would fall on anything ashore. 
It may be that the snow that falls on 
the ship will be washed off by the sea, 
or it may be necessary to clean It off, so 
as to give a better and securer foothold 
on the decks and to facilitate the work­ 
ing of the ship. 
This is often done 
with snow shovels, which are carried 
by probably nine out of ten of the deep- 
water ships, from one to three each, ac­ 
cording to the size of the vessel. 


The snow shovels used aboard ship 
are made especially for that use. They 
are not iron or steel shod along the 
edge, as most of the snow shovels used 
along the shore are, 
and 
whatever 
metal in used in their construction in 
so placed that it cannot come in con­ 
tact with the deck. No Jron shovel ia 
ever used on a ship's deck. 


A« a matter of fact, the snow »hovel 
Is used on shipboard mostly when the 
ship is iu port, where she may remain 
for a period of weeks, discharging and 
reloading; but when the vessel sail» 
the snow shovels are stowed awray in 
the large lazaretto aft, or under the 
forecastle deck forward. 
On a ship 
bound for Ban Francisco 
the 
snow* 
cnoveis may t>e neectert wlien sne is 
rounding Oape Horn, where snow some* 
times falls in summer. Snowr that falls 
upon the deck in the waist of the ship 
is likely to be washed away by the 
water she takes aboard; the decks more 
likely to need shoveling are those high­ 
er above the sea, the forecastle deck 
and the quarter deck. In a time of 
enow squalls the captain would per­ 
haps keep a man standing ready wdth a 
shovel to shovel off the snow after ev­ 
ery squall. There might be times when 
£he decks were iced and slippery, when 
the captain would have ashes strewn 
upon them to give a securer foothold.

Key "West, May 25.—An important 
arrest of a si^osed Spanish spy was 
made last evefning by United States 
Marshal 
Hoar.

aboard ship as a prisoner of war. 
He 
is supposed to have obtained informa- 
tion concerning New York harbor and 
its defenses, with charts of the harboi% 
which he is attempting to get to Span- 
ish authorities. 
He is about 40 years 
of age, a Spaniard and a civil 
en- 
gineer. 


Late yesterday 
afternoon 
Marshal 
Hoar, with several deputies and Uni- 
ted States Commissioner Otto, received 
information from the north, in conse- 
quence of which they slipped quietly 
out to the Panama, arrested Jiminez 
and brought him ashore. He was taken 
to the Key West hotel and put through 
a vigorous examination in a private 
room. 
So quietly was tne affair man- 
aged, however, that only one or two 
persons knew of it. 


Jimenez stoutly denies the accusa- 
tion that he is a spy, but his story was 
of sqch a contradictory nature that 
it coiiiirmed the suspicions of the fed- 
eral authorities. 
He said ho had left 
Cuba in 1877, a date which he subse- 
quently corrected to 1S90, and later 
set it back a few years. He had lived, 
he admitted, in Now York since then, 
but he decided to return to Cuba to 
engage in mercantile business, and was 
on his way there when the Panama 
was captured. 
He asserted also that 
he had spent considerable time In 
Venezuela and other South American 
countries, 
iiis story, though, was so 
conflicting on the whole as to be mean- 
ingless. 
A thorough search of tne 
Panama was made in the attempt to 
locate the charts, but no trace of them 
could be found. The examination will 
be resumed, and Jimenez will be held 
under arrest in the meanwhile.

Tbo life of telepivapli operators in 
the city is very iinlike tbafc of their 
brothers in the country, and the duties 
of the "commerciar' 
operator differ 
greatly from those of the raih'oad niau. 
The latter's work may not be arduous 
as the other fellow's, but, it is fre- 
quently attended with much respon- 
sibility. And one does not need to go 
to Mexico or Montana in order to 
satisfy himself that the railroad oper- 
ator itlso has his share of close shaves 
and hair-raising exj^eriences. A veteran 
*'key-twister," -who used to be em- 
ployed nights on tho eastern division 
of the Boston & Maine railroad in New 
Hampshire, tells a startling story of 
his experience Avith a burglar while 
having orders from headquarters to 
fitop a through freight. 
The jn'odica- 
meiit in -which he placed himself by 
falling asleep at his post should be a 
warning to all night operators -who 
have a hand in the movement of trains. 


"Just throw two or three, shovel- 
fuls of coal on the fire every hour or so 
and make yourself comfortable. There 
won't be much doing tonight, and 
after No. 2 goes—why,scoot home." 
' Those wore the last words Ed said 
to me as he buttoned his collar high 
around his neck and hurried out of the 
office. 


Ed was the regular night telegraph 
operator at the little town at Hampton, 
pitiiated on a single-track railroad ip 
New Hampshire. 
He was not more 
than twenty-live years old, and the 
monotony of his work caused him to 
peek frequent recreation away from 
the office. If a dance was to come off 
in the town hall or within ten miles of 
it, Ed -would bo there, provided he 
could find some one to take his place 
for that night at the office. 


I was only sixteen at that time. A 
few years before my brother and two 
other young men, all older than my- 
Belf, had built a private telegraph line 
between their homes iii order, as they 
eaid, to learn how to ''sling 
light- 
ning" well enough to work in a busy 
office.

for them. 


And that is Avhat I had agreed to do 
for Ed on the night mentioned—a cold 
and blustering night in February. 


The task was not altogether an 
agreeable one. 
No passenger 
trains 
Btopped at Hampton after 6.25 o'clock 
in the evening. 
After 9 no one ever 
called at tho station to inquire for 
freight, and by half past 10 all sounds 
of footsteps on the jjlatform ceased, 
only a dim light here and there could 
be seen, 
and everything about the 
place appeared to be dead, 


A thick snow storm, which set in 
during the evening, did not detract at 
all from tho lonesomeness of my quar- 
ters, 
'*But every place is lonesome 
at night," I mused, "and one can al- 
ways have company to chper him," 


This thought coupled with the re- 
flection that in the morning I was to 
receive SI'50 for my services, quieted 
my fears for the time being, 


A red, a white, and a blue lantern 
were always kept burning in the office 
at night in case they should bo needed 
quickly, I examined each of these 
lanterns to see if it was proi^erly tilled 
and-secured, looked after the lire in 
the big coal stove, readjusted the re- 
Jays on -wires Nos. 2 and 16, and lay 
back iiji the big, cushioned armchair 
with the air of one who had dune his 
full duty. 


Aside from tho clicking of the tele- 
graph (which was intormittent 
and 
made me start when it struck up sud- 
douly after a silence longer than usual) 
all that could be heard was the groan- 
ing and sighing of tho wind and tho 
incessant and wearisome hum-m-m-m- 
m-m-m of tho wires outside the sta- 
tion, 
Tho blending of the last two 
sounds was as doleful as the clang of 
a bell buoy in a violent storm. 


Twelve o'clock came round. 
That 
wan a little too early for luncheon,but 
I felt hungry and procoeded to des- 
patch the contents of a small basket 
which I had bought from home. 


After that I became 
some-svhat 
drowsy. 
None of the trains, so far, 
had been more than twenty 
minutes 
late, and I had reported each of them 
lU'omptly to headquarters when it 
passed my station. 


The temperature of the office must 
have been 80 when I turned tho lamp 
down to a mere glimmer and again 
settled back in the big chair about 
12,45. Through freicht No. 252 from 
the north would be duo in quarter of 
an hour, I hadn't heard it reported 
up the lino, but supposed it would be 
I)rotty nearly on time. 


The storm appeared to bo growing 
fiercer, and I sat and listened to it. 
How long I listened I do not know.

In the back part of tho office wore 
the ticket windows opening respec- 
tively into the men's and women's 
waiting rooms, 
A heavy blue shade 
on each window i^revented any one 
from seeing the interior of the office. 
These shades were always drawn after 
the departure of the last passenger 
train for the day. 


Somo one had broken into the 
women's room and was trying to force 
open the window to the office, using, 
evidently, a chisel and mallet. 


The doors of that room -\vere al- 
ways locked by the day man before 
going off duty, and I made sure early 
in the evening that that task had not 
been neglected. 
Moreover, as tramps 
were not allowed in the station, and 
it was easier to keep them out than to 
put them out, I had also bolted the 
doors of the men's room. Ed often 
did that after 12 o'clock. 


The safe, containing books, tickets, 
and perhaps $200 or §300 in cash, was 
midway between the two windows and 
about four feet from each. 


For fully five minutes I stood per- 
fectly rigid. 


"Api^arently the thief is uncertain 
whether there is any one here," I 
thought. 
"If he imagined 
there 
wasn't, he would certainly smash the 
window, iron guard and all, in short 
order. 
Maybe he expects to find me 
asleep and as soon as he pries open 
the window will thrust in a pistol and 
order me to hold up my hands," 


How was I to defend myself? If I 
went to the window, it would probably 
mean prompt surrender or death, and 
to hesitate much longer did not seem 
likel}' to relieve the situation 


**If I only had a revolver." Ed 
owned one, but he always carried it 
with him, 


I resolved to start up one of the in- 
strtiments in the hope that the loud 
and sudden ticking might jjut the in- 
truder to flight. 


Bending over the table I opened the 
key on -wire No. 16. 
The machine 
did not resi^ond, 
Eealizing that the 
dampness of the storm had interfered 
with the current, I tightened the 
spring of the reiay. 


"SP SF a F Qk 12 Qk 12." 
The sounder Avas making those sig- 
nals wfth great rapidity. 
The train 
desjjatcher was calling my office, and 
tlie abbreviation meant, "Quick, We 
want you to hold a train, 


I answered, and the query came 
back clear and sharp: 
"No, 252?" 
"Not yet," saidL 
"14 for 252." 
"O. K." I replied, confidently. 
The despatcher's command was to 
hold the through freight for orders. 


The noise at the window, which 
ceased for a minute or two, had now 
recommenced in earnest. 
Either tho 
latch or the casement must surely give 
way very soon. 


In order to stop No. 252 a red lan- 
tern would have to be hung outside 
the station, and no time should be lost 
in putting it there, 


* 'Perhaps the burglar has pals 
guarding the building, and if I open 
the door I shall be overpowered and 
the office will be in their hands. That 
would never do. They must not know 
that any one is here. 


Thus I argued nervously to myself. 
Then a haj^py thought struck me. I 
remembered that one of the 
lantezm 
brackets wasn't more than 
two feet 
from the frojit window, 
which was 
close beside me and overlooked the 
Ijlatform. 
By lowering the window 
at the top I could j^robably reach it. 


Takiiig advantage of every rush and 
sweei:) of the Aviud I managed to raise 
the shade and open the window with- 
out making a noise likely to alarm my 
lawless visitor.

Mr, Thief "was all prepared to make 
his exit, but the 
sudden arrival of 
four obstinate-looking spectators mada 
him conclude that it was better to 
surrender. 


No. 252 was standing just above 
the station, and at the engineer's sig- 
nal his fireman pulled down to where 
we stood, 


"Get in there,"commanded Hender- 
"son to his prisoner, pointing to the 
caboose. 
"We'll take care of you." 
And he obeyed, 


I climbed back through the window, 
repeated the order to headquarters 
with the proper signatures, received 
the desimtcher's indorsement, and 252 
went on. 
Her delay had been caused 
by snapping a' draw bar on an up 
grade,and having to chain and rechain 
the cars together before the train could 
jn'oceed. 


Henderson said afterward that the 
fellow escaped being locked up, but 
that he did not escajje being pitched 
off into a snowdrift. 


Anyhow, I never saw him again, 
and that was the first and last time I 
ever fell asleep while on d^Uy.—New 
York Äun.

FORT AT DRY TORTUGAS. 


ONE OF THE WORLD'S LARGEST MIL- 
ITARY STRUCTURES OF MASONRY. 


[^j 
Ba«o for Naval Oporation« — The Costly 


ana Mxirli I^iiURlioa at Fortro»» That 
Has Sntldonly GroM ii to lío of Vast Im- 
porianco-Ouco Used as a M ilitai y Prifioii. 


Fort JelTersou, nt 
Dry Tortuf^as, 
TV'liich within a few weeks lias been 
awakened from a thirty-year sleej}, is 
not only one of the largest and most 
costly military striictnres of masonry 
in this country, but is also one of the 
most isolated military structures in 
the 
world. 
Built 
in a part of the 
country where all the manual labor 
was at that time done by slaves, col- 
ored bondsmen were, of course, large- 
ly employed ui3on it. 


Passengers by the 
steamers from 
Key West to New Orleans, -when four 
or iiVe hours out of port, see three 
lonesome structures, rising apparent- 
ly out of the water, with uo land in 
sight, and uo foliage to protect them 
from the burning sun of the Gulf of 
Mexico, 
The largest of the trio is 
Port Jeííerson, which during the civil 
Avar was the dreaded prison of the Dry 
Totfugas. 
The 
second, 
a mile or 
more to the northwest, is thh 
light- 
house 
bearing the 
official name of 
Tortugas Light, but locally known as 
the Loggerhead Key Light!" The third 
building, almost within pistol shot of 
the fort, is a rough, temporary house 
of 
boards, 
cheerless 
and forbiding 
enough to seem Avhat it has been for 
some years—the pcsthouse of the Tor- 
tugas quarantine station. 


As the vessel approaches the build- 
ings it is seen that each stauds upon 
its own little islet of sand; and these 
three sand keys are all that remain of 
the Dry Tortugas. 
A generation ago 
there were several other islands in the 
group, but the Gulf Stream has washed 
them away. 
The sharp eye of the 
navigator, hoAvever, sees that only the 
saudy tops have disappeared, leaving 
the dangerous coral formation close to 
the surface. 
With its double row of 
raggedpoi'tholes, its six great bastions, 
each large enough tobea fort in itself, 
and its broad, granite-walled moat, 
Fort fJefferson looks far more impos- 
ing than the modern fort of earth- 
works. 


Congress made the first appropria- 
tion of $50,000 for the construction of 
the fort in 1844, and tlie work Avas be- 
gun 
in 
1S4G. 
Garden 
Key, 
upon 
which it 
stands, 
was not as 
large 
as the fort that was 
designed, and 
several 
neighboring 
islets of 
sand 
were taken up by the shipload and 
deposited 
upon 
its 
beach to 
give 
solidity lo the foundation of 
gran- 
ite blocks that reaches far down into 
the coral. 
For fifteen years the work 
dragged slowly on, and at the 
out- 
break of the war, the fort was still in- 
complete and hardly defensible. When 
it was first garrisoned, in the 
winter 
of 1860-Í31 it had cost $1,400,000; for 
every 
brick 
in 
its 
eight-feet-thick 
walls, every block of 
granite, 
oven 
the earth for the 
five-acre 
inclosure 
within the walls, had to be carried by 
sea from New York and other northern 
ports. 
As soon as the war department 
determined to use 
it for a military 
prison. 
Congress 
began 
to 
lavish 
money upou it. 
I n 1860 and 1861 
§250,000 was appropriated. 
On the 
20th of February, 18G2, a bill appro- 
pñating $200,000 was passed, and on 
the same date another for $100,000; 
and later in the day a third, a total of 
half a million dollars in a single day. 
As the fort filled up with prisoners, 
many of them of importance, it -was 
jjroposed to enlarge the accommoda- 
tions by building an annex fort on the 
adjoining Bird 
Key, 
and 
$650,000 
more Avas appropriated for the pur- 
pose. But this project was abandoned 
after the plans had be'en made, 
and 
the money was used on the original 
structure. 
The 
last 
appropriation 
was made in 1873, and the garrison 
was withdrawn in 1878. 
Up to that 
time the structure 
alone 
had 
cost 
$2,935,000. 


«ince 1888 Fort Jefferson has been 
used as a Federal quarantine 
station, 
under the charge of Dr. B. D. Murray, 
and in the summer months it could be 
visited only with his permission. 
The 
adjutant general of the army describes 
the fort as ''a double-casemated,hexa- 
gonal structure of brick, standing on 
Garden Key,Tortugas, the mostsouth- 
western partof theFloridareofs,inlat- 
itude 24 degrees 37minutes47 seconds 
north, longitude 82 degrees 52 min- 
utes 53 seconds west.*' 
In 1864, he 
adds, *'it contained about 1000 pris- 
oners. 
The key contains seven acres, 
five of which are within the walls of 
the fort. 
The average height of the 
key above the sea is tliree and one- 
haif feci, but aa excavation over two 
and a half feet develops the primitive 
coral, and the salt water of the gulf," 
The landing place is in front of'a 
wooden 
structure, in 
which is the 
fumigating apparatus of the 
quaran- 
tine station, 
and a Avooden bridge 
leads across the 
fifty-foot-wide 
moat, 
up to the heavy granite portal. 
A 
steam launch and several smaller quar- 
antine boats float peacefully in the 
moat, and in a dozen steps from the 
entrance the visitor is within the fort. 
On every side stretch away the long 
rows of casemates, one above the other, 
in as good condition now as when first 
bujlt. 
The fort pj'opof is too holi.l a 
structure to become a n u n in anything 
lefls than centuries. 


The inclosure up to the time of th< 
recent activities was a picture of des- 
olation. 
Bushes had overgrown it, 
and there were trailing vines that trip 
the exploring visitor, and buttonwood 
trees in clusters. 
Thirty cocoanut 
palms have grown tiJj their feathery 
tops are far above the walls of the 
fort. 
When there wore lOOO prison- 
ers 
and 
about 
SOO soldiers within 
the fort, outbreaks of yellow fever 
were frequent, and all the victims but 
two were buried on neighboring saud- 
keys which have since been 
washed 
away. 


The most noted prisoner the fork 
held was Dr. Mudd, thephvsioianwho 
attended John Wilkes Booth after the 
assasainalion of Preside-nt 
Lincoln. 
At the time of one of the serious yel- 
low fever epidemics in the fort, when 
not a surgeon was left alive on the 
island, Dr. Mudd OiTered his profes- 
sional services. 
They Avere accepted, 
and he worked so faithfully, that the 
oflicers afterward united in signing 
the petition which secured the i^rison- 
er's pardon. 


In one way and another, more than 
$30,000,000 has been expended upou 
the fort; and until the recent discov- 
ei'y that it was a valuable base for 
naval operations in the Gulf, both mili- 
tary and naval men were disposed to 
laugh at it as a useless work. 
It is 
so well built, however,that with small 
expenditure it can be converted into a 
formidable modern fortress.

ELEVATORS 
IN 
PRIVATE 
HOUSES, 


Tlioxisaiuls Aro in Uso In îîow York—"Vo 
Oporalor Noeded, 


Among the luxurious 
conveniences 
of the dwelling houses of the rich are 
now elevators. 
It is very seldom that 
a i^rivate residence is more than four 
stories in height, and the living rooms 
of the family are, as a rule, on the sec- 
ond or third floor. The stairways have 
wide low steps, easy of ascent; but 
the exertion of climbing even a single 
flight of stairs is now accounted too 
irksome for those whose means enable 
them to escape it. 
Accordingl}'-, 
in 
all houses planned today, which are to 
cost as much as $100,000—putting the 
matter broadly—there is an 
elevator. 
Architects in their designs for 
fine 
houses always made provision for the 
elevator, unless they have received ex- 
press directions not to do so. 
Even 
in cases where the elevator is not to 
be put in immediately, provision is 
made for it either by space left for a 
shaft, or by the actual construction of 
the shaft. 
In hundreds of old houses, 
built before elevators were thought of 
for residences, elevators have within a 
year or two been installed. 


Nearly 
all 
elevators 
in 
jn-ivate 
houses are operated by electricity, by 
means of a current derived from the 
electric mains of the subways in the 
street. 
The owner of the house is 
thus relieved of all trouble concerning 
the motive jDOwer; it is turned on and 
oír like 
the 
gas 
or 
electric 
light. 
Nothing is required except that the 
working parts of the elevator 
should 
be kept clean and lubricated, and this 
is usually attended to by the inspector 
t)f 
the installing company, so that 
nothing could be less troublesome. 
Elevators are thus bound to become 
in time indispensable adjuncts of the 
homes of the rich, and possibly of a 
class to be accounted something lesa 
than rich, because the cost of the ele- 
vator installation is not tremendously 
high. 


One thing rendering it so popular 
is that no elevator operator is required; 
it is not necessary to add another to 
the army of 
servants 
already em- 
ployed. 
Any one can operate the ele- 
vator with perfect safety, for all that 
he or she has to do is to **press the 
button and 
the company 
does the 
rest/' 
If one wishes to ascend or de- 
scend to any floor, all he has to do is 
to press a certain button, and the ele- 
vator immediately starts for that floor, 
and stops of its own accord when 
it 
gets there. 
In some cases the doors 
open and close automatically, but this 
involves 
a 
complicated 
apparatus 
which is found usually unsuited to a 
private residence. 
The possibility of 
an elevator door being left open is 
guarded against by a device which 
prevents the elevator from moving un- 
til the door has 
been closed, 
and 
when closed it automatically locks un- 
til it is unlocked by the arrival of the 
elevator. 
Most of the elevators are, 
of course, quite small, accommodating 
about three persons, 
Home are large 
enough for six or even eight. 
They 
are often very handsomely and ex- 
pensively decorated. 
The entire de- 
signing and construction of the eleva- 
tor is done under the super\ision of 
the elevator companj'', but the orna- 
mentation isconlided to the decorators 
and furniture makers. 
The elevator 
is almost never built of iron or steel, 
but of some handsome hard Avood, 
Much carving sometimes goes into it, 
and the upholstery and other decora- 
tions are often very sumptuous. Eleva- 
tors are found very useful at large 
balls and receptions, and the time is 
raindly approaching when it will be 
considered''bad form" if guests are 
asked to walk up a pair of staii-s.— 
New York Post.

guns of warships and 
seacoast de- 
fences, as the 
tests 
at the 
Indian 
Head 
and 
Handy 
Hook 
proving 
grounds have demonstrated the entire 
feasibility of firing from modern rifled 
guns, -with smokeless i)owder as tho 
prnpolling agent, sleel shells currying 
heavy charges of guncotton. 
Among 
all the measures taken for streuglhon- 
ing the national defences, this is one 
of the most important, 


Armor-i)iercing 
projectiles, heavily 
charged with 
guncotton, would make 
our fortified harbors safe from an at- 
tack by a hostile 
fleet. 
A single shell 
from the great 
"Watervliefc gun to be 
mounted on 
Eozuer 
Shoals 
would 
carry such a weight of 
the powerful 
explosive as to put 
out of action the 
most 
heavily 
armored 
ship 
afloat. 
Should a portion of an attacking fleet 
run 
through 
the 
flre 
of the 
long- 
range guns and come within range of 
the mortar-batteries, 
upon the decks 
would fall tons of 
guncotton incased 
in dcck-pierciug shells, which would 
explode between decks with 
terrible 
elTect. 
Armor plate would be crushed 
like tin, guns dismounted, boilers ex- 
ploded, and crews 
decimated 
by the 
flying fragments of steel and the force 
of the explosive. 


Modern high explosives have never 
been used in large (¡uantities to charge 
rifle shells in warfare, but 
secret ex- 
periments in Europe 
have met with 
such success that 
it is believed that 
should there be another 
great Euro- 
pean war the combatants would all be 
found 
sui^plied 
with high explosive 
shells. Dynamite and guncotiun were 
used in 
torpedoes 
and 
submarine 
mines in the M'ar between Chili and 
Peru, the Turco-Russian war of 1«77, 
the Franco-Chinese war 
of JSSi, the 
Brazilian civil war, and the last war 
in the East,but only in the conflict be- 
tween China and Japan was any use 
made of high explosive 
shells. 
Dur- 
ing the few hours of naval fighting 
terrible destruction 
was wrought by 
Japauese shells 
charged 
with small 
quantities 
of 
cordite, 
the 
service 
smokeless powder of England. 
Many 
of the shells failed to explode and the 
aim of the gunners was 
bad, but the 
effect of high 
explosive shells, even 
under these adverse conditions, 
was 
terrific. 
l u 
the 
action off Asan on 
July 25, 1894, in which three Chinese 
and four Japanese warships were en- 
gaged, the 
Tsi 
Yueu, 
one 
of 
the 
Chinese ships, received 
the heaviest 
fire. 
An English officer went aboard 
after the battle. 


"The vessel i)reseuted the appear- 
ance of an old wreck/' he said. 
"On 
deck the sight was cruel and 
beggars 
description. 
Woodwork, cordage, bits 
of iron and dead bodies all lav in con- 
fusion. 
Between decks matters were 
as bad. 
The 
slaughter 
had 
been 
awfiil, blood and human remains being 
scattered over 
the 
decks and guns. 
Three of 
the five men working the 
four-ton gun in the after turret were 
blown to ijieces by a six-inch shell, 
and a fourth was shot down Avhile at- 
tempting to leave the turret. 
The re- 
maining gunner stuck to his post and 
managed to fire three rounds at the 
Naniwa, and one 
shell 
entering her 
engine room and another blowing her 
fore bridge away, shehauled ofi*. 
The 
Chinese admiral awarded t ) the plucky 
gunner lüuütaels. One shell struck the 
deck and, glancing,i^assed u}) through 
the conning tower and exj)loded, blow- 
ing to pieces the 
gunner-lieutenant 
and leaving his head hanging 
on one 
of the voice pipes. 
Huge fragments 
of armor and backing 
had been torn 
from their fastenings and 
carried in- 
board, crushing 
a number of pool 
wietches into shapeless masses, even 
the upper part 
of the 
funnels being 
Splashed with blood." 


Guncotton shells 
for heavy guns 
have been 
adopted 
by the 
United 
States as the re:5ult of experiments ex- 
tended over a period of years. 
Long 
ago the ordnance 
experts were con- 
vinced that 
high 
explosive 
shells 
could be used with entire safety, and 
emmensite, a modern exphj^ive of un- 
certain action, M-as adopted for use in 
the army. 
The service charge of em- 
men.site for common 12-inch mortar 
shells was fixed at seventi^en 
pounds, 
and for deck-piercing shells at thirty- 
eight pimiids. 
Three 
years ago the 
army or<hKinco 
bureaii 
announce 1 
thatexperiments were in progress with 
a view to adopting an 
armor-piercing 
projectile and a high-explosive 
shell. 
Several American inventors have since 
brought forward arjuor-piercingshells 


meeting the government requirements. 
The projectile factories are now work- 
ing under rush orders making shells 
for the 
government. 
The 
armor- 
piercers, deck piercej'S, and common 
shells are all made with powder cham- 
bers,solid shot having been discarded. 
Kü more emmensite will be anade, and 
tho government is platà'nglarge orders 
for cellulose (cotton libre) and 
nitric 
and 
sulphuric 
acids for the manu- 
facture of guncotton. 
The great power of iruncotton as a 


destructive agent and the remarkable 
freedom with 
which 
ifc can be used 
safely alike make 
it a valuable mili- 
lary explosive. 
Guncotton 
is made 
by immersing 
pure 
dry cotton in a 
mixture of the 
purest and 
strongest 
nitric and sulphuric acids, and pressing 
it into blocks, AVheu dry it is as easi- 
ly electrified 
as a cat's back, and is 
luminous when 
rubbed 
in tho dark. 
Dry guncotton may 
bo ex])loded 
by 
wrapping it tightly in tin-foil, striking 
it several light blows 
on an 
anvil to 
compress it, and then giving it a heav;y 
blow; but there is no certainty that it 
will exjilode. 
Saturated 
with 
water 
guncotton is exploded with great dif- 
ficulty, and it is in this condition that 
it is stored 
away in 
n'lagaziufts and 
used as 
a shell-charging 
exiilosive. 
Tho wet guncotton, in. the ^Drocess oi 
pressing 
in 
its 
manufacture at tho 
United States torpedo station, is sub- 
jected to a pressure 
of about 6800 
pounds to tho square inch, aud tho 
pressure has 
lieen carried to 15,000 
pounds 
-without causing 
explosion. 
Dry, loose guncotton 
burns with a 
flash, but w^ithout exjdosion; wet com- 
pressed guucotton will not burn uutil 
the moisture is dried out of it, lu tho 
torpedo station exjieriments 
a ton of 
wet guncotton 
has been 
placed in a 
bonflre, whore it slowly burnedjhway 
without exjjlosion.

CHILKOOT PASS HOKRORS. 


Poor Crontm-os "Who Have GivtMi X'p Hope,

He found the pass so bad 
that he is returning to England with 
the intention of coming back to i^ro- 
ceed when the Stikine is open. 


''The horrors oT the trail will never 
bo adequately 
portrayed,'' 
was Mr. 
Mangold's comment. ' " T h e r e 
is in- 
reality no trail. 
I t is a fearful wind- 
ing in and out, and covered with the 
remains of 
thousands of horses, the 
debris of outfits and camps into which 
you sink up to the waist. 
I saw poor 
wretches thrust aside by the score by 
the desperate procession Avhich, what- 
ever happens, will never stop. 
And 
those who actually pass the summit, 
what horrors await them on the other 
side! 


''As I made 
my 
way along I saw 
strong men crying like children. They 
had lost their horses; they had started 
out with insuiTicient foocl; they Avere 
in hunger and wretchedness; they had 
been 
thrust 
aside 
by the desperate 
creatures 
behind, 
who showed 
uo 
mercy, but were bound to push on re- 
gardless of the sulferings they inflict- 
ed upon those who were too weak to 
keep up. 
That was 
the 
callousness 
of it—that 
those 
who from fatigue, 
froin hunger, 
from utter 
exhaustion 
through carrying 
their 
own 
packs, 
stumbled, were pushed or kicked out 
of the way, and you passed on, brush- 
ing by poor creatures Avho had 
given 
up all hope and who were lying 
out 
upon the dissolving snow, utterly in- 
diflerent to their fate. 


Two things have contributed to the 
misery which 
I 
saw. 
First, 
the 
weather, M-hich was so mild 
as to 
make tho pass 
simply 
a deep creek 
filled with snow 
broth, 
and second, 
the imperfect outfits of hundreds of 
men, who, after they reached 
Van- 
couver, had no more 
notion of where 
they were going or how 
they were to 
go than they had of 
fiying." 


Mr. Mangold 
says that 
he 
fonnd 
among the Canadiaus an 
objection to 
the introdui'tion of tho English. 


"This was unaccountable to me,but 
there is no doubt that it exists. Those 
who have inHuenee 
should 
impress 
upon the 
government 
not to 
allow 
liquor in tho Yukon district. 
I speak 
from experience. 
I have 
been in the 
arctic regions 
and 
I know that the 
talk of tho need of liquor is all tommy- 
rot. 
Liquor 
in a mining camp is 
simply a crime. 
A poor man who has 
never handled any money worth talk- 
ing about makes a 'strike.* 
He 
at 
once treats the whole camp. 
Thou 
you have, when these men are drunk, 
all the elements of ati inferno."

An 
oflicial who 
a 
recognized authority 
on 
prnjoctiK-i 
and guns said that these suggosti'-n-j 
aud criticisms aro founded on 
ign i 
aiioo of tho nature of tho shrap-i« 1 
aud the modern rifled gun, as used ui 
tho armies of all civilized nations. 


Tho old twolve-pounder 
Nnpolecn, 
said he, 
is a smoothbore, obsoltt.» 
gun, which was considered autiquaf«'d 
even in our late war. 
I t bears about 
tho same relation to tho field gnu of 
the present day that 
the 
old scythe 
does to the modern mowing machint». 
Tho shrapnel used in the old field gnu, 
he said, was known in tho service as 
"spherical case shot.** 
It consistfd 
of a spherical shell filled with bullotH, 
but these bullets aro now 
assembb'.l 
in circular layers, and 
are 
held in 
place by separators, which 
aro short 
cast-iron cylinders, with 
homisphori- 
cal cavities, into which tho bullets fit. 
Those separators 
are 
weakened by 
radical cuts, and increase the efiect of 
tho shrapnel by furnishing additional 
fragments of eflectivo weight. 
Tho 
total uumber of bullets 
and difleront 
pieces in the modern shrapnel is 2t)J. 


As to tho range of tho old and mod- 
ern shrapnol, this oflicial said that the 
twelve i)ounder Napoleon 
carried its 
old-fashioned shrapnel only 
a trifle 
over 1500 jards. 
The present shrap- 
nel, firing from a rified gun, is effec- 
tive at 3NOO yards, or two and a half 
times as far. 
It could be used much 
further than this if a clear view of the 
object of fire could be obtained. 
The 
object against which this i^^'ojectile is 
to bo exploded must 
bo seen clearly 
and i^s distance calculated to anicety, 
so that the fuse may boproj^erly adjust- 
ed aud timed. 


The shrapnel is called by artillery 
experts '*the man-killing 
x^i'^jectile," 
It has replaced shell 
in 
the 
field 
artillery, and 
is practically the only 
projectile used by tho modern 
field 
guns of the armies of this country and 
of Europe. 
It is ten to twenty times 
as destructive as shell against troops. 
In the late war it was used to good 
purpose at Malvern Hill and 
Gettys- 
burg, aud also by the British in their 
Indian and Egyptian campaigns. 
The 
only objection that can be advanced 
against it is that the range and view 
must be accurately determined. When 
these are ascertained, 
tho shrapnel 
will pulverize 
any 
object it is used 
upon. 


"Hedan," said this official, "was the 
greatest artillery battle that has yet 
been fought. 
Every 
attempt of the 
French to advance agiiinst the (xorman 
guns was checked by tho shell fire of 
the German batteries at a distance of 
2000 paces. 
The French 
general, 
Douay, declared that the French were 
beaten by the artillery fire alone. This 
was with shell. 
The ellectiveness of 
shrapnel may be 
imagined 
when wo 
remember that 
it is at 
least ten to 
twenty times as destructive as shell 
under the same 
conditions.

^^False News a Crimo. 


It is a well taken point that 
theie 
should be severe penalties imposed for 
the circulation of ialse reports relating 
to the war.News of a disaster may be 
used to influence the markets, or cre- 
iite a demand for newspapers, and, 
whether true or not, may serve well the 
selfish motives which set it afloat. This 
manner of c r y i n g w o l f ! waif!" does 
not work out accordmg to the fable, 
hence, if it be possible, it ought to be 
made a high crime, particularly when 
uttered by reputable carriers and pub- 
lishers of news, like telegraph compa- 
nies and newspapers. 


The reported total loss of a vessel 
may inflict untold misery, in a very 
brief time, which^ even the contradic- 
tion of the report does not repair. 
It 
must be remembered thot hundreds of 
souls are on these ships, each of which 
has family ties of some kind on land, 
to whom a knowledge of their death or 
injury must cause great distress. 
That 
anyone, for gam or notoriety, should 
So be allowed to play lightly with the 
hearts of parent, wives and friends, is 
not to be admitted for an instant, and 
the offense should be criminal. 


Unfortuately, news is often carelessly 
and 
noa-maliciously garbled; for in- 
stance, a spoken or written word may 
be misunderstood for another; or, an 
addition be made which slightly chan- 
ges the sense, followed by another and 
another in the same line, until the orig- 
al is unrecognizable. 
The sweetness 
of peddling news undoubtedly leads to 
its manufacture; the ordinary is made 
extraordinary, and the most prosaic 
morsel is trimmed up to attractiveness, 
which does not so much matter as long 
as the ordinary events of life are refer- 
red to, but has quite a different signifi- 
cance when applied to matters of life 
and death.

A Kiiilway to tlie Arctic Oecati. 


' I'ho iir.st line of railway runnin^^ to a 
port on the Arctic sea is tho co-i''.u;ia- ! 
tiou of the Vologda railway,in 
• j^ortugal has 32,000 square miles, and 


the construction oi' which has recently I is. therefore» a little smaller than t^o 
been conipleteil. 
It is nearly four 
iiuntlretl miles in lengthy and its ter- 
minus is the port of Archangel, on 
\he southeasto"U oornrr of the "White 
Bea and at the mouth of the Eiver 
Dwina. 
Tho Vologda-Archangel rail- 
way pasBea for the most part through 
deserted or sparsely iDopulated regions, 
or across 
**tundras** and 
marshes, 
AvUich are sometimes fifty feet in depth. 
The -whole nature of 
the country 
through ^vhich tho new lino passes 
-was unfavorable to its 
construction. 
Marshes and i^atches of bog and swamp 
hud to be filled in, the newly made 
enibankinents were continxially giving 
way, and had again to bo built up 
until tho necessary Btabilitj' had been 
obtained. 
Bix iron bridges and nu- 
merous bridges of wood wore required 
The wooden bridges are built iipon 
piles driven in some cases to a great 
depth beneath tlie surface, 
Tho new 
line is of military as well as commer- 
cial importance, and it will play a lead- 
ing part in tho oponiug of the north- 
ern jn'ovinces of liussia. 
It will fur- 
nish an outlet for the deposits of jjet- 
roleum which oxist in northern Russia, 
but whioh have not been worked for 
'^vaut of means of transport.—Indus- 
tries and Iron.

The common Idea of a snow shovel !s 
that it Is used to clear the sidewalk and 
that sort of thing, but the snow falls 
on the soa as well as on land, and if 
thea'e Is a ship In the way of the s-torm, 
itihe snow, of course, falls on Its decks 
just as it would fall on anything ashore. 
It may be that the snow that falls on 
the ship will be washed off by the sea, 
or It may be necessary to clean It off, so 
as to give a better and securer foothold 
on the decks and to facilitate the M ork- 
Ing of tho ship. 
This is often done 
with snow shovels, which are carried 
by probably nine out of ten of the deep- 
water ships, from one to three each, ac- 
cording to the size of the vessel. 


The snow shovels used aboard ship 
are made especially for that use. They 
are not iron or steel shod along the 
edge, as most of the snow shovels used 
along the shore are, 
and 
whatever 
metal is used in their construction Is 
so ijlaced that it cannot come In coii- 
tact with tho deck. 
Ko Ji'on shovel la 
ever used on a ship's deck, 


A« a matter of fact, the snow Bhovel 
Is used on shipboard mostly "when the 
ship Is In port, where she may remain 
for a period of weeks, discharging and 
reloading; but when the vessel sallíi 
the snow shovels are stowed away In 
the large lazaretto aft, or under 
the 
forecastle deck forward. 
On a ship 
lx)und for San Francisco 
the 
snow 
cnoveis may Do Tieeaen vriìen sne 
is 
rounding Gape Horn, where snow some- 
times falls in summer. Snow that falls 
upon the deck in the waist of the ship 
Is Hkely to be washed away by the 
watei* Bhe takes aboaixi; the decks more 
likely to need shoveling are those high- 
er above the sea, the forecastle dock 
and the quarter deck. 
In a time 
of 
enow squalls the captain would per- 
haps keep a man standing ready wdth a 
Bhovel to shovel off the snow after ev- 
eiT squall. There might be times when 
(the decks were Iced and slippery, when 
the ca-ptaln would have ayhes strewn 
•upon inem to give a securer foothold.
